Finely engraved armorial ex libris Inner Temple Library; ink stamp on title and 
elsewhere. According to Dekesel, this is the first edition in Italian of Agostinis 
celebrated study of ancient coins. It features a particularly charming woodcut 
title and the coin engravings are bold and most attractive. Sandys considered it to 
be a “masterpiece in classical archaeology” and Fulvio Orsini and Paolo Manuzio 
said of Agostini (1517-1586), that he was the “vindicator and restorer of true 
learning,” and the “repository of all antiquity.” Based on the success of this work, 
Agostini, or Agustin, is widely regarded as the father of Spanish numismatics. A 
student of Andrea Alciato, Father Agustin was, writes Cunnally, “probably the 
most learned of the sixteenth-century numismatic writers.” A full-length study 
of the man, Antonio Agustin between Renaissance and Counter-Reform edited by 
M.H. Crawford, was published by the Warburg Institute in 1993. Bassoli page

“great value” and John Pinkerton emphasized its utility to the student of Byzan¬ 
tine numismatics. A fine, complete set, seldom found with both the frontispiece 
and the map. Babelon page 113: “His vast work on Imperial coins rendered 
earlier works on the same series useless.” Bassoli pages 33-34: “Anselmo Ban¬ 
duri... occupies a particular place in numismatic bibliography...He is most re¬ 
membered... for his great work completed in 1718, Numismata Imperaturim a 
Trajano Decio ad Palaeologos Augustos.

An attractively bound set, infrequently encountered with both the frontispiece 
and the map. From the library of the noted soldier and military author Karl 
Gottlieb Guichard (1724-1775), also known as Quintus Icilius. His Prussian 
official name was the outcome of a friendly dispute with Frederick the Great, who 
so named him. In 1757, his highly regarded Memoires militaires sur les Grecs et les 
Romains was first published, subsequently appearing in many editions. It seems 
reasonable to assume that the Banduri volumes at hand were consulted in the 
preparation of the above referenced treatise. Guichard also played an important 
part in the development of the Royal (later the Imperial) Library in Berlin. 
Consisting of some 3,500 printed volumes and a number of manuscripts and 
maps, Guichard’s personal collection was purchased after his death by Frederick 
for the library. 'I he ■ - is d ted 

Icilius, and was likely prepared to identify the collection within the Royal Library 
in order to emphasize the value placed upon it.

Aquila, and depict coins from the remarkable collection formed by Queen 
Christina of Sweden. These plates appear to have originally been published by Jo. 
Jacobi de Rubeis, i.e., Giovanni Jacopo Rossi, who also issued a number of finely 
illustrated books on antiquities, architecture, and coins, including a number of 
Bellori’s numismatic works.

Du Chouls works, termed “masterly and highly successful” by Richard Cooper, 
went through many editions, some extending into the eighteenth century and 
his is the earliest documented coin collection in France. By the mid-1500s, Du 
Choul’s holdings and the coin collection of Jean Grolier appear to have been 
without equal in France.

An enthusiastic scholar and antiquarian, Orsini, or Ursini/Ursinus, (1529-1600), 
was keenly interested in Roman antiquities and formed an outstanding library. 
Beginning in 1559, he became librarian to three of the Farnese cardinals in 
succession and Orsini became the center of classical and antiquarian interests 
in Rome. He was associated with the celebrated archaeologist and numismatist 
Antonio Agostino in various ways, including the publication of Familiae Romanae, 
which is comprised of two parts, both individually written. The engraved coin 
illustrations are all the same size, regardless of actual size, and are usually printed 
in blocks of six obverses and six reverses, with a mottled background. Babelon 
terms Orsini a “worthy equal” of Hubert Goltz, on whom he bestows high praise. 
Babelon also writes that “Orsini corresponded with [numismatic] scholars the 
world over” and notes that the work at hand was “called no less than liber divinus 
by Scaliger.” A most industrious man, Orsini complained that, in his official 
capacity, he was often expected to entertain visitors to Rome “as if I were the least 
busy person in the world.”

The first edition of this classic work, one of the most attractive early illustrated 
numismatic books. A French translation was published a month later. The 
Epitome originated in the author’s own cabinet although Strada received valuable 
assistance from Guillaume du Choul and Jean Grolier. The 391 medallions, en¬ 
graved on wood, depict Roman, Byzantine, and German emperors. The text pro¬ 
vides short biographical sketches. Strada (1505-1588), was a flamboyant Italian 
antiquarian who acted as a purchasing agent for the Emperors Ferdinand I, 
Maximilian II and Rudolph II, in addition to buying coins for the Fugger cabinet 
in Augsburg. The handsome illustrations are similar in appearance to those found 
in Fulvio and Huttich, the first two illustrated numismatic books. Haskell terms 
this a “very elegant book — in which the heads and surrounding inscriptions 
stand out in white against a deep black ground,” noting that Strada selected them 
from thirty volumes of numismatic drawings “which he had compiled while 
working for Hans Jakob Fugger, a member of the Augsburg banking family.”

Pinkerton thought highly of Vico, considering his Discourses to be “a 
treatise of very considerable intelligence for that period. Bassoli, in Monete e 
Medaglie nel Libro Antico dal XV al XIX Secolo, 1985, also concurs (“Eccellenti e 
concisi”) and goes on to write: “Enea Vico e il primo autore di numismatica che 
inizi un esame dei pezzi rappresentati senze concedere troppo alle imitazioni 
contemporanee e che si occupi non soltanto piu des «ritratti», ma delle monete 
come tali, illustrandole inoltre coi loro rovesci.” Further commentary on this 
most important early numismatic author may be found in Edith Elmburg- 
Ruppelt’s Der systematische Ausbau der Numismatik im Werk Enea Vicos (1523- 
1567), in Wissenschaftgeschichte der Numismatik, 1995.
